Istiyo scheme, for the coal dealer 
who 


trades direct with the people, has himself 
In loo many Ins'.ances 
for the operator's 


benefit been gulled, nud it is not tor hit In- 
terest in lhe long run to ally himself vri; 
tbe rascally tricksiers in the coal fields.— 
Wilh lhe qusntilies of coal yet to draw 
noon, and the greatly increasing facilitie
